LEATHER MACHINE 
SAVES MUCH TIME 


LONDON. — Immense possibilities 
for the use of leather are opened out 
as the result of the fulfilment of a 
vow by a young man to do something 
which had never before been success- 
fully achieved. In a few years’ time 
it will be as common a thing for a 
woman to knit her husband a leather 
golfing jumper as it is now for her 
to knit a bonnet from rabbit wool for 
her baby. It is difficult to convey in 
the course of a short article and with- 
out describing or betraying the prin- 
ciple of the machine which it is claim-. 
ed will revolutionize the leather in- 
dustry, the production and the poasi- 
bilities of the leather which is turned 
out by this little machine, not us big 
as a typewriter, and not half as cony- 
plicated, from a mechanical point af 
view. Briefly the story is this: 

A man working eight hours a day: 
can produce, by hand, approximately 
7 feet of leather ‘in strips 5 feat 
long, which is the average length of 
@ hide. This machine is capable off 
producing 750 feet of leather thong, 
in one unbroken length, in 70 seconds.

The machine, which has taken a year 
to evolve, design, and produce, is the 
invention of Edward C. Lee, a Brad- 
ford man, the son of Josiah Lee, the 
well-known Bradford dentist, who 
died recently,
